1 . Claims 68 and 70-81 are pending. Applicant cancelled claims 1-67, 69 and 82- 
85. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 68 and 70-81 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Electronic Commerce News, Vol. 3, No. 42, October 19, 1998, "Plastic or 
Cybercash? Cutting Banks out of the Payment Circuit," in view of Official Notice. 
Electronic Commerce discloses ordering a product where an on-line internet connection 
is disconnected and a connection with a premium telephone line is connected where 
billing for the ordered product occurs at a billing server. Electronic Commerce does not 
disclose a plug-in component containing program code. Official Notice is taken that 
plug-in component's have been common knowledge in the data processing art. To 
have provided a plug-in component containing program code for ordering a product 
from a plurality of computers and servers for Electronic Commerce would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed, but are moot in light of the new 
grounds of rejection.
